ia Clear Channel Donates N 
$25,000 to IBS member KBEM 


In Minneapolis/St. Paul, a fiscal crisis has 
created some strange broadcast bedfel- 
lows. Financially ailing IBS member and 
convention attendee KBEM (Jazz 88) will 
get major support from one of the world's 
largest radio conglomerates. Clear 
Channel, owner of Jazz 88's closest local 
competition, "Smooth Jazz" KJZI (100.3 
FM), has reportedly delivered a $25,000 
check to KBEM, executives at both sta- 
tions told the Star Tribune. 

That a corporation often tarnished with 
an engulf-and-devour reputation when it 
comes to radio stations would reach out 
to a tiny competitor is hardly the norm. 
Clear Channel will also broadcast mes- 
sages on several of its Twin Cities stations 
asking listeners to support KBEM. It also 
plans to help with the station’s winter 
jazz festival and future pledge drives. 

At KBEM, "we're ecstatic," marketing 
director Kevin Barnes said. "It was such a 
surprise." A Clear Channel spokesman 
said its attraction to the station had a lot 
to do with its educational component. In 
addition to its jazz programming, KBEM 
also serves as a training ground for 150 
students who go through North's broad- 
cast communications program each year.

A college disc jockey who thought he set 
a world record for the longest continuous 
radio broadcast has discovered that he 
fell 10 hours short. Dave Plotkin has been 
informed by officials at Guinness world 
records that his 110-hour, three-minute 
broadcast on Rollins College's IBS mem- 
ber WPRK-FM two weeks ago wasn't 


good enough for the all-time longest. He 
thought his grueling marathon was long 
enough until he found out otherwise. 


"When I told people, there was sort of a 
gasp,” Plotkin said. "But here's the thing - 
it doesn't matter. Yeah, I'll still have the 
US. record, but the important thing is 
we've raised $17,000 for the station - and 
people are still donating."

Kutztown Univ is Back on the Air 


Michael Regensburger is a self-pro- 
claimed “radio geek.” “I’ve always had 
a love for radio,” said the 1999 KU grad- 
uate, a Telecommunications (which has 


since changed to Electronic Media) major. 


After earning his degree, Regensburger 
worked at several local stations before 
landing his current position, as campus 
radio manager for Kutztown University 
Radio (KUR, 88.3 FM), which recently 
went live again. 

With two low energy transmitters, KUR 
is currently broadcast across campus, 
simulcast on KUTV (channel 24 on 
Service Electric). 

There are plans to run live webcasting 
from the KU website, which he hopes 
will materialize by fall 2005. 

The original KU radio station, WRKU, 
started in the 1960s and was broadcast 
on AM radio from the basement of 
Rothermel Hall, until it folded in 2000. 
“There were a lot of problems,” said 
Regensburger. “The equipment was bad, 
and the students got into trouble on the 
air with the FCC.” 

After he was hired last January, he 
launched an aggressive campaign to 
attract new members with the help of 
the KU Radio Club 

With the slogan “We have a radio sta- 
tion?” printed and distributed on KUR 
T-shirts, the small group flourished into 
the current 40-member team of active 
student members. 

After hiring a crew to renovate the new 
KUR studio, and purchasing $50,000 
worth of equipment, which came half 
from student government and half from 
Kutztown University Student Services, 
Inc., KUR was ready to go on-air. 

“T believe in running a tight ship,” said 
Regensburger. “No profanity. No mak- 
ing a fool out of yourself on air. We're 
going to run it like a licensed FM station.” 
The student staff, who are all volunteers, 
includes a news director, junior 
Electronic Media major, and numerous 
DJs. For the first month’s broadcasting, 
KUR will be on-air everyday from 10 
a.m. until 8 p.m. 

“The station runs itself overnight with 
pre-recorded commentary, commercials 
and a database of songs,” said 
Regensburger, who hopes that live disc- 
jockeys will be on hand 24 hours a day 
by the fall of 2005. 

“We're still learning, “but we'll get it.”

Clear Channel continued from Page 1 
its jazz programming, KBEM also serves 
as a training ground for 150 students 
who go through North's broadcast com- 
munications program each year. The sta- 
tion provides hourly news updates from 
area schools, a program that uses more 
than 400 public school students through- 
out the district each year -- one of the 
only programs of its kind in the country. 
"For the first time, it's an opportunity to 
give back to our industry, as well as the 
community itself," Seeman said. Clear 
Channel's seven Twin Cities stations 
helped more than 100 local charities 
raise about $10 million in 2004, he said. 
"I know our help seems ironic," said 
Clear Channel's MacLeash. "We've got- 
ten this big evil empire reputation, but 
our stations are all locally controlled. We 
decide what we're going to do. And 
[helping KBEM] is what we want to do." 


Seattle High School Station 
Best in New York City 


We were doing some research online 
and discovered this short piece in the 
Village Voice from 2003 which said their 
survey indicated a Seattle high school 
radio station was best high school station 
in NYC. So what if C89.5 (an IBS mem- 
ber) is staffed by students at Seattle's 
Nathan Hale High School? A station 
that broadcasts hi-NRG disco all day, 
punctuated by the occasional goth spe- 
cialty show, is automatically the best in 
New York, especially if it webcasts. Set 
your browser to c895fm.com, crank up 
the tinny speakers, and send them a few 
bucks; they're nonprofit. 


Is Your Webcasting Stream Legal? 


IBS and RIAA entered in to an agree- 
ment which saved your streams and 
your right to stream. The agreement 
provides for a simple two-step process: 


You must opt-in (join) the IBS- 
RIAA/SoundExchange agreement. 
IBS will supply you with the cus- 
tomized IBS-SoundExchange OPT-IN 
form. 


You must pay a flat copyright royalty 
fee to SoundExchange. IBS will pro- 
vide you with a customized 
SoundExchange invoice for process- 
ing by your business office. 


You have NO reporting /recordkeeping 
requirements. They are waived by the 
agreement and payment in lieu of 
paperwork. 


SoundExchange (SX) is the official col- 
lection entity for RIAA Members 

and other copyright holders. The 2004 
rates are $25 in lieu of reporting, plus 
$250 royalties for campuses with 10,000 
and under students. For larger campuses 
of more than 10,000 students the 2005 
annual rate is $500 plus the $25.
